WRITER SAYS "DECLARE 

WAR ON BUGS NOW' 



By H. C 1 

The war on bugs r 
let up if we are to grow fruits 
or vegetables of the quality de- 
sired by the consumer and in suf- 
ficient quantity to make a profit 
for the producer. "Never give a 
bug a break, give him the gun." 
Speaking of guns! Get those dust 
guns and spray tanks all cleaned 
up and well oiled now, because 
"those bugs are on the march." 
These last few days of warm 
weather with showers have surely 
been grand for rapid insect de- 
velopment. 

John S. Gardner, Field Agent 
in Horticulture of the University 
of Kentucky, recently opened the 
eyes of some Jefferson County 
4-H Club members and home 
gardeners with some figures on 
the rate of increase of the Mexi- 
can bean beetle. Mr. Gardner 
said, "One pair of bean beetles in 
May will multiply to 500,000 in 
August." 

The big three in vegetable bugs 
for the next few weeks will be 
first, the Colorado potato beetle, 
second, the Mexican bean beetle 
and third, the striped cucumber 
beetle. All three of these bugs 
can be controlled if we get after 
them fast enough and furious 
enough. 

The Colorado potato beetle can 
be controlled with a number of 
garden dusts and sprays. A ready- 
mixed dust containing 3 to 5% 
DDT is good or the old standby, 
calcium arsenate— 1 lb. to 6 of 
hydrated lime — used as a dust or 
a spray of lead arsenate— 2 level 
tablespoons to 1 gallon of water 
will do the trick. If blight is a 
problem, a good combination 
spray is bordeaux mixture 5-5-50, 
100 gallons per acre with 4 lbs. 
calcium arsenate or 4 lbs. lead 
arsenate; or a dust containing 
DDT and copper may be used. 
DDT in the dust or spray takes 
care of the flea beetle also. 
Tough Bug To Handle 

The Mexican bean beetle is a 
tough bug to handle unless you 
get the Jump on him. Spray or 
' ist with any good garden dust, 

long as it contains at least V«% 
Rotenone. Watch for the old 
beetles then start to work dusting 
or spraying on the under side of 
the leaves when the first cluster 
of eggs are found. A second treat- 
ment should be made ten days 
later and a third treatment ten 
days after the second. The im- 
portant thing is keep ahead of 
the beetle. It does little good to 
spray after the bean leaves look 
like lace curtains.

you raise cucumbers, cantaloupes 
or melons of any kind, be ready 
with your 3% DDT dust when 
you plant. The first dusting hBd 
better go on when the plants "are 
pushing the ground to get 
through. Many good crops are 
Jost by waiting "another day." 
"You must control the cucumber 
beetle early or your crop will 
very likely be a failure. Apply 
the 3% DDT dust right on the 
center of the hills; first, as plants 
are coming up, second, three days 
later and be sure the dust gets 
down in the cracks around the 
young plants. The next three to 
five dustings can be made once 
each seven days. Don't forget to 
make the dustings regularly or 
some day when those vines are 
just about ready to produce, they 
will start wilting and drying up. 
Nine times out of ten the trouble 
will be cucumber beetle injury 
around the stems and roots just 
below the surface of the ground. 
Watch For Coddling Moth 
Fruit growers watch your spray 
program! The codling moth which 
causes wormy apples is really 
busy now laying eggs in your 
orchard. For the past week, moths 
have been coming out in larger 
numbers each day. Codling moth 
cages and traps for catching and 
observing this bug are being op- 
erated in the orchards of Wm. 
Fegenbush on Bardstown Road 
near Buechel and George Miller's 
apple orchard on Cane Run Road. 
Reports are sent to the University 
of Kentucky each day on the 
activity of bugs in these orchards 
and this information is used to 
warn fruit growers throughout 
the area, on when to spray and 
what materials to use. For this 
information, write or call the 
County Agent's office, WA 8836 
and obtain a circular or leaflet 
which tells what to use on all 
types of fruits.

BERRY PRESERVES 
RATE FIRST PLACE 

Every housewife takes pride in her strawberry 
preserves when the fruit retains its shape and the 
syrup is clear and of the right consistency. For best 
results, use small quantities and cook in fairly wide 
pans, advise canning authorities at the College of Ag- 
riculture and Home Economics at the University of 
Kentucky. 

Wash berries by putting them in a large pan of 
cold water and lifting them up and down, being careful 
to prevent bruising, Drain in a colander and, if neces- 
sary, give them a quick rinse after capping. 

To \ l k quarts of berries, add 3 cups of sugar and 
mix without crushing. Heat slowly until sugar Is dis- 
solved, then boil rapidly for 8 to 10 minutes. Cover 
pan just before removing from the heat to make skim- 
ming unnecessary and let remain covered until cool. Let 
stand over night. Boil syrup until thick, then pour over 
n hot sterilized jars. Partially seal, then process

It was this year— 1948— forty 
years ago, that Miss Anna M. 
Jarvis, a Sunday School teacher 
of Grafton, West Virginia, initi- 
ated the Mother's Day idea in 
America, after it had been ob- 
served in various forms earlier 
abroad in history. Miss Jarvis 
held a memorial service in the 
Andrews Methodist Church, 
Grafton, in honor of her mother. 
Mother's Day, in one form or 
other, dates back a long time. The 

I Chinese who still practice paren- 
tal reverence, held mothers in 
great awe and reverence i 
than a thousand years ago. The 
ancient Romans celebrated a 
"Mother-Goddess" called "Hil- 
aria." England had a "Mothering 
Sunday," when the children 
brought calces, plum puddings 
and gifts. The idea spread in this 
country to Philadelphia and then 
in 1914 President Wilson signed 
a Congressional resolution setting 
aside the second Sunday in May, 
each year, as Mother's Day and 
authorizing Federal display of 
the flag. Jeffersontown celebrated 
along with other Kentucky cities 
and towns the first year and has 
been doing so since. . . . 

Still growing, expanding, The 
Jeffersonian, May 14, 1908, went 
to six pages of seven columns 
each and was full of news, adver- 
tising. It even ran a full column 
in German; set in the Louisville 
offices of The Anzeiger. This was 
illustrated by a pipe-smoking in- 
dividual, evidently a politician, 
spell-binding his crowd. A city 
railway car jumped the track on 

I the Bardstown line killing Walter 
Pence, a colored laborer, Louis- 
ville, member of a work-car crew. 
Two other workmen were in- 
jured. . . An electrical storm 
passed over Buechel and damaged 

1 property. The house of Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Fegenbush was 
■truck by lightning and a chim- 

' ney knocked down. Lithographic 
stone was found in a hill near 
Brandenburg, Kentucky, "worth 
11 to 50 cents a pound." Such 
stone is particularly rare and 
most in this country is imported 
from Germany. 
"A.B.C," corresponding from 
It Matthews, declares that it 
takes time to separate mere gos- 
sip, unconfirmed rumor, from 
neighborhood news. "We are just 
stay-at-homes, attending to our 
own business and we don't gos- 
sip. We rejoice with those who 
rejoice, and weep with those who 
weep, when we read about them 
in The Jeffersonian." 

A buggy in which two young 
men, Lawrence Waters and John 
Blumer of Middletown were rid- 
ing, going over an embankment 
on the way to Fisherville, fell on 
top of the occupants pinning them 
down for several moments. The 
horse, frightened, tried to run 
but was held. The harness and 
buggy, however, were badly 
torn up, but there were only 
slight bruises-no one killed. Dr. 
W. M. Rush, of Louisville, physi- 
cian and surgeon, announced that 
he would open an office and re- 
move to Fern Creek. . . "Uncle 
By," in a special column says 
fishing promises to be good this 
year. Farmers were behind in 
their early work due to rain. . . 
John B. Culpepper, recommend- 
ing the reading of the Bible to 
everyone, contributes a verse: 
"This precious book I'd rather 
have, 

Than all the golden gems. 
That e'er in monarchs' coffers 

Or on their diadems." 
"M.B.L.," writing from Smyrna, 
says, "I never saw it snowing be- 
fore in May! It was just like 
Uncle Mike said, there isn't go- 
ing to be any fruit this year. 
Aunt Molly is constantly watch- 
ing for a change in the weather 



and rain. Then Uncle Mike has 
to help her get the chickens 
so that, later, with the eggs, she 
can 'go to town to get her a new 
hat and a silk dress.' Uncle Mike 
hopes for eggs enough to enable 
him to get an every-day summer 
straw. ... The Fern Creek Fair 
was announced to be held four 
days beginning Sept. 2, 1908. 

"Boost your town, brother!" ye 
editor of The Jeffersonian ex- 
claims, leading off the editorial 
page. Harvey Helm had been de- 
clared the democratic nominee for 
Congress from the Eighth Dis- 
trict. Booker T. Washington was 
to be a speaker at an interna- 
tional Sunday School convention 
in Louisville in June. The Glas- 
gow Republican congratulates 
The Jeffersonian on its going to 
a seven column paper. Theodore 
Roosevelt was being urged to 
"run again" for the nomination 
for President. . . . Republican 
delegates to the national conven- 
tion in Chicago this year were 
Gov. Augustus E. Willson, Judge 
A. R. Burnam, W. Marshall Bullitt 
and W. D. Johnson, the latter a 
Negro. They were instructed to 
vote for Taft until he is nomi- 
nated. . . . "Within a mile radius 
of Jeffersontown there are at 
least 5,000 inhabitants," the edi- 
tor writes.

Mr. Atkins, head of our Anchor- 
age High School, has lent his 
willing support by letting us use 
two rooms every Monday night 
from 1 until 10. The artists enjoy 
the exclusive use of the large and 
restful homey room, where the 
cutting tables make perfect work 
spots for them. The craftsmen, 
poor, noisy, messy dears, -are not 
so well cared for, though they'll 
get along in their quarters until 
another season when w " 
work out better facilities. 

The art class is instructed by 
Miss Muriel Shelton a student at 
the U. of L., majoring 
She is directing her class in arts, 
water colors, various types of 
drawing and using still life and 
models for subject matter. 

The craftsmen are taught by 
Mrs. Austin Staples, also an art 
student at the U. of L. They be- 
gan with aluminum, as it is an 
easy craft to master and takes 
less equipment and tools. Several 
have been promoted to copper 
work and one or two more ambi- 
tious members have begun a bit 
of simple work in silver jewelry. 

These classes will close on May 
24, following which an exhibition 
date of all work will be I 
nounced. Everyone is invited 
see what fun we've had creating 
pictures and objects. Some of the 
metal work will be contributed 
for sale and the funds thus earned 
will be added to our other nest 
egg. We foresee many ways of 
spending it to better ourselves. 

Next year, and thereafter, as 
we become stronger and bolder, 
we will offer other forms of arts 
and crafts. It is hoped a founda- 
tion is being laid for an endeavoi 
which will pay dividends in con- 
tentment as well as a possible 
outlet for renumeration to those

Bales Taxes Incresse 

Total state tax collections for fis- 
cal 1948 are expected to break tU 
previous records, Federation of Tax 
Administrators reports. This expec- 
tation Is based on the momentum of 
current trends which boosted state 
tax revenues to a record of 6,876 
billion dollars in fiscal 1947. This 
figure is three-quarters of a billion 
above the previous record set in 
18411. Sales taxes and others directly 
Influenced by inflation are those 
causing much of the current tax 
revenue boom. By the same token, 
revenues from these sources In gen- 
eral would decline moBt rapidly In 
the event of a recession. Gross re- 
ceipts and sales taxes in fiscal 1947 
yielded states 3,456 blUton dollsrs, 
more than any other kind of tax. 
Collections In this group increased 
22.3 per cent over 1946. This cste- 
gory Includes taxes on general

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Elasticity In Knit Fabrlei 

Familiar as knit fabrics art In 
such things as sweaters, hose, close- 
fitting underwear and gloves, the 
textile and clothing industry has 
had relatively little scientific Infor- 
mation to go on in producing best 
materlaU for elastlclty-the stretch 
and recovery or come-back — that 
makes possible a close yet comfort- 
able at 

Pioneering in some lines of this 
research, textile speclaliata In the 
U. S. department of agriculture 
have had to start by devising their 
own apparatus and procedure to 
measure elastic recovery of yams 
and fabrics under various stresses 
and strains. Tests thus far completed 
have yielded technical data on the 
stretch and come-back of yarns and 
plain knit fabrics. 

Elastic come-back of fabrics can- 
not be predicted by knowing that of 
yarns. This is one point thus far 
learned. Nylon yarn, for example, 
la far more elastic than yarn of 
wool or silk. But when the same 
yarns have been made Into plain 
knit fabrics, the wool or silk fabric 
Is more elastic than the nylon 
fabric. 

Yarns of cotton, linen, wool, silk, 
nylon and the three types of rayon 
have been compared, and also 19 
plain knit fabrics, soma loosely knit 
with 40 courses to the Inch, some 
tlghUy knit with 64 courses. 

The two types of fabrics, loosely 
and tightly knit, point up another 
problem In elasticity, the research 
scientists have found.

Modern Factories Retain 
Principles of Hand Loom 

Until about 100 years ago, spin- 
ning and weaving still were done al- 
most entirely by hand. The simple 
spinning wheel and the hand loom 
were important pieces of equipment 
In any pioneer home. 

Today, spinning and weaving are 
done on rows of fait, noisy machines 
In great factories. The principles of 
these machines are still the same as 
those of the spinning wheel and the 
hand loom. In (act, the basic proc- 
esses are the same as they were a 
thousand years ago. Modern ma- 
chinery and science have just speed- 
ed up and greatly Improved the 
methods of making wool Into useful 
products.

He 
stated that mother's milk does not 
contain vitamin D and that breast 
feeding in winter, where a baby can- 
not get a lot of sunshine, Is not pro- 
tection. In many places the vitamin 
now Is added to cow's milk.

MORE ABOUT D. D. T. 

Although the insecticide DDT 
is not of general value to home 
gardeners, there are several in- 
stances in which it may be used 
to do a job that none of the older 
materials do as well, if at all. 
The insect is the black flea- 
beetle, and the vegetables are 
tomatoes, eggplants and sweet- 
potatoes. Flea-beetle damage is 
puncturing the foliage with many 
minute holes so close together 
that the tissue dies and the leaves 
drop off. Without its leaves a 
plant cannot function in manufac- 
turing starches or sugars, as the 
case may be, if it can survive at 
all. 

Newly set tomato plants are 
sometimes destroyed in 24 hours, 
or if not, they are so much weak- 
ened as not to regain their vigor 
for weeks, bearing late and light- 
ly, too. 

Eggplants are particular favo- 
rites of the fleabeetles, and many 
gardeners have been obliged to 
give up growing this delightful 
vegetable. It is conceivable that 
much of the blight of which 
gardeners complain results from 
fleabeetle stings. 

Sweet potato slips sometimes 
succumb completely from flea- 
beetle onslaught within a few 
hours of setting, or at best lose 
their first leaves and lose the 
gardener time and yield. 

For fleabeetle on these crops, 
nothing is more effective than 
DDT in dust or spray. Ready 
mixed dusts may be obtained in 
strengths of 3 per cent and 5 per 
cent. As the more powerful per- 
centage has caused some setback, 
but only temporary, it is safer to 
use only that containing 3 per 
cent. One pound should cover 
about 300 running feet of garden 
row. If spraying is to be done, the 
material is wettable DDT, 50 per 
cent, a level tablespoon in a gal- 

Gencrally one application suf- 
fices for the season; a second, two 
weeks later, to cover the new 
foliage, is not wasted. 



To Watch 
For Chicken Disease 

This is the season when cocci- 
diosis hits the poultry flock, ac- 
cording to the College of Agricul- 
ture and Home Economics at 
Lexington. It is most likely to 
appear among chicks two to four 
weeks old, although older birds 

Affected chicks. become droopy, 
let their wings sag. and lag be- 
hind the test of the flock. Beaks 
and shanks are pale. Many chicks

Infected chicks eat little, and 
become thin, and often die in 
few days, although they some- 
times recover. In chronic cocci- 
diosis, chicks grow slowly and 1 
usually are poorly feathered, pale 
and thin.

Quality Pillow Required 

To Assure Proper Rest 

A good pillow is essential for 
proper support of the head so that 
the neck muscles may rest comfort- 
ably. If ■ pillow Is not used and the 
head is not supported comfortably, 
the spine can be thrown out of align- 
ment. The quality of a pillow can be 
determined by its filling and by four 
characteristics: It must be light in 
weight, resilient, buoyant and free 
from odor, dust and still feathe 

There are three types of fillings 
used in good quality pillows: All- 
down, a combination of down and 
waterfowl feathers, and all-water- 
fowl feathers. An all-down pillow Is 
the most expensive, but is really too 
soft for comfort as it lacks the buoy- 
ancy supplied by waterfowl feath- 
ers. The mixture of down and w 
fowl feathers is an ideal com 
tion, and the least expensive of the 
three. 

Crushed, chopped or artificially 
curved waterfowl feathers are gen- 
erally less desirable because these 
processes destroy the natural resili- 
ence of the feathers. Goose and duck 
feathers are springy and resilient 
They are full and fluffy, and their 
shafts are naturally curved and 
buoyant. Although goose feathers 
considered better, because they 
stronger and fluffier, a good 
quality duck feather often is better 
a low grade goose feather.
